The necessity of saving tho army, our 
only hope for the maintenance of our country 
In the rank to which it belongs, out of this 
hideous scramble for power and profit, was the 
uppermost thought in my mind when the of- 
fer of the presidency was made to me. To 
recagnue the army and make it the bulwark 
of French liberty, ought to be tho aim of 
every true Frenchman. There is no reason 
hy the present regime, iu its amended con- 
stitntional form, with a military executive who 
should reign over the country aisj rule over 
the army, should not be established in France. 
When the words empire and republic arc syu- 
sonytnous. with dicipline. every citizen a sol- 
dier and every soldier the servant of the re- 
public, there will be as little strife and wrang- 
ling in the country as to who shall be foreign 
minister, as there is now as to who shall be 
marshal.

VENTRILOQUISM. 

MM HiHlor, and Pecnllsrltlee of the Art. 

It was 8U|>]>oseii for many years, aud 
eminent physiologists gave countenance 
tn the theory, that some peculiarity in 
the con format ion of the larynx was re- 
quisite for ventriloquism, or at least 
that it was accomplished hy processes 
essentially different from those adopted 
in ordinary speaking or singing ; but it 
has been demonstrated that the vocal 
organs of the ventriloquist are the 
same as those of other men, nor is his 
use of them materially different from 
that of others. For success in the ex- 
eroiso of his art, lie requires only keen 
perceptions, an ear delicately attuned 
to the variations of sound produced by 
distance or direction, and a strongly 
developed mimetic faculty. The vocal 
organs possess the power of imitating, 
under skillful training, all the sounds 
of animate or inanimate life, and in 
such a way as p to represent them as 
heard at greater or laiesj latntance and

The influence over the hum fin mind 
which the ventriloquist derives from tho 
skillful practice of his art is greater 
than which is exercised by any other 
species of conjurer. The ordinary ma- 
gician requires tho theater, his accom- 
plices and the instruments of art, and 
ho enjoys but a local sovereignty within 
the prescinds of his own magic circle. 
The ventriloquist, on the contrary, has 
the supernatural always in command. 
In tho open fields as well as in the 
crowded city, in the private apartment, 
as well as in tho public hall ; lie can 
summon up innumerable spirits ; and 
though the persons of his fictitious dia 
logue are not visible to tho eye, yet 
they are unequivocally present to the 
imagination of his auditors, as if they 
had been shadowed forth iu the silence 
of a sj>eetral form. 

Mr. Daugald Stewart, in some re- 
marks upon the subject of ventrilo-

frequent. He mentions having seen a 
person who, by counterfeiting the ges- 
ticulations of a performer on the violin, 
while he imitated the music with his 
voice, rivited the eyes of his audience 
ujion the instrument, though every 
sound they heard proceeded from his 
month. He tells also of another p noa 
who imitated the whistling of the wind 
through a narrow cihnk, and who often 
practiced the deception in tho corner *>f 
a coffee-house. He declares that he sel- 
dom failed to see some of the company 
rise to examine the tightness of tho win- 
dows, while others more intent on their 
newspapers, contented themselves with 
putting on their hats and bnttouing 
their coats. Mr. Stewart likewise men- 
tions an exhibition formerly common in 
Europe, where a iierformer on the stage 
displayed the dumb show of singing 
with his lips and eyes and gestures, 
while another person, unseen, supplied 
the music with his voice. The decep- 
tion in this case he fonnd to b ■ so com- 
plete as to impose upon the nicest ear 
and the quickest eye ; but in the pn>- 
gress of the entertainment he became 
distinctly sensible of the imposition, 
and sometimes wondere i that it should 
have misled him for a moment. In this 
case there can be no doubt that the de- 
ception was at first the work of the im- 
agination and was not sustained by the 
acoustic principle. The real and 
the mock singer were too distant ;

of the) eound was discovered.

tion would require additional strength 
if the child favored the deception by 
accommodating its features and gestures 
to the words spoken by the man. 

The ventriloquist utters the souBd 
with the effect it would have upon the 
hearer's ear if it had really traversed 
the distance he designs it to represent, 
reducing its loudness, softening some- 
what its quality or tone, and if it is in 
words, obscuring a little the consonate 
sounds, while retaining unaltered the 
pitch and duration. In doing this he 
modifies the tones of his voice by vary- 
ing the position of the tongue and the 
soft palate, dilating or contracting the 
mouth or pharynx, and either dividing 
the buccal and pharyngeal cavities into 
several compartments or throwing them 
into one. This is done without move- 
ment of the lower jaw and with but 
slight motions of the lips. Usually the 
ventriloquist stands so as to give only a 
profile view of his face, unless at a dis- 
tance from his audience, and thus has 
greater opportunity of concealing any 
slight motions of the facial muscles. In 
most cases, too, the apparently remote 
voice is a falsetto, this being more with- 
in the command of the performer with- 
out perceptible facial movement than 
the natural tones. Some of the great- 
est ventriloquists, however, have never 
practised any concealment, but stand 
face to face with their audiences. M. 
Alaxandre, M. St Gillo and Iionis de 
Brabant, we are informed, apparantly 
did not move their lips or the muscles 
of their faces. 

Ventriloquism loses its distinctive 
character if its imitations are not per- 
formed by a vq^fc from the belly. The 
voice, indeed, does not come from that 
region ; but when the ventriloquist ut- 
ters sounds from the larynx without- 
moving his face, he gives them strength 
by a powerful action of the abdominal 
muscles. Hence he speaks by means of 
his belly, although the throat is the 
real source from which the sounds pro- 
ceed. The effort in every case is so 
great that the exercise of ventriloquism 
for any considerable length of time is 
very fatiguing, and occasions frequent 
n the part of the 



terward inveighed against modern skep- 
ticism on tho snbject of apparitions, 
and St. Gillo had great difficulty in 
convincing the fraternity that the whole 
thing was u deception. 

Another famotis ventriloquist was 
Ixmis de Brabant, at one time valet de 
chambrc to Francis I. Rejected by the 
parents of a very rich heiress as an un- 
suitable match for their daughter, 
Louis, on the death of tho father, paid 
a visit to the widow ; and, as soon as 
he entered the room, the voice of her 
deceased husband was heard thus to 
address her : " Give my daughter in 
marijage to Louis Brabant ; he is a man 
of fortune aud character, and I endure 
the pains of purgatory for having re- 
fused her to him.

During an interval of silence, the voice 
of the miser's deceascd'father was heard, 
complaining of his situation in purgato- 
ry, and calling loudly upon his sou to 
rescue him from his sufferings, by ena- 
bleing Braliant to redeem the Christians 
at that time enslaved by the Turks. Not 
succeeding on the first occasion, Bra- 
bant was compelled to make a second 
visit to the miser, when he enlisted, 
not only the father, but all his de- 
ceased relations, in the appeal ; and in 
this way he obtained a thousand crowns 
for the purpose of liberating the Chris- 
tian captives. When Cornu was at last 
undeceived, it is said that he died of 
sheer vexation and mortification. 

It may be remarked, as rather an odd 
circumstance, that there have been very- 
few female ventriloquists, and these 
have always manifested a deficiency of 
power. Only one ever attained any 
considerable celebrity, ai'd even her 
name is unknown. She lived in Am- 
sterdam in the sixteenth century, and is 
referred to incidentally by writers of 
that period as possessing a remarkable 
gift.

Transatlantic Baloonins:. 

[From the Boonin Pc«t 1 

Probably no one who has heard of 
the inebriate who went hon e late and 
waited for the bed to come round to him 
evor supposed that his identical princi- 
ple of locomotion would be taken up 
to be utilized in making the aerial pas- 
sage of the Atlantic. But nnless Prof. 
Wise, tho prince of aeronauts, has suc- 
ceeded in making himself very much 
misunderstood, that is the precise plan 
that is at the present time coiling and un- 
coiling its springs in his head, and he 
fondly anticipates the pleasure of ma- 
king practice out of this theory on the 
occurrence of the centennial at Phila- 
delphia. If he should succeed in this 
pretty miracle, science and the centen- 
ary would ever after be twined in the 
historical recollection. The professor 
found a liberal lack of faith in his pso- 
jeet vuj.li in community, uwuuz tu MfMM 
over which no balloonist could well be 
expected to have control. Onr city au- 
thorities were on other things inclined, 
and for aeronauts had no mind. It was 
a sort of warning to them to behold how 
very dear gas had become. They felt 
that they had too loud calls for service 
on the earth to think just now of going 
" up in a balloon." And remembering 
Vienna might be seen in its confusion 
of commissioners and chaos of contri- 
butions, with quite as much certainty 
by stepping on board a steamer at onr 
wharves, they prudently conclu- 
ded to let Vienna and balloons go 
tln-ir own gait for the present, and try 
to lift the pressure of matters from the 
shoulders of the community. So that 
if Prof. Wise is allowed to demonstrate 
his neat rotatory theory at all, he will 
have the lasting satisfaction of hitching 
it on to the centenary occasion, of 
which, indeed, it will by no means be 
unworthy if a success. The aeronaut's 
idea is that thereis a belt in space above 
the atmospheric and gravitation influ- 
ences of the earth which he can easily 
reach, and where he can snbsist until 
such time as tho planet revolves suffi- 
ciently to bring his balloHl*. over Eu- 
rope, and then he will come down and 
illustrate in a new way " the descent of 
man." 

Eike the problem of perpetual mo- 
tion it is a perfectly snro thing as soon 
as the controlling element in it is fairly 
laid hold of and secured. Once har- 
ness that into the plan, and no donbt 
the work is accomplished. Get the per- 
petual feature into the motion eonnm- 
drum, and it is as plain as your hat. 
So if the professor can once get above 
the reach of the law of gravitation, and 
manage to keep alive up there without 
any of the ordinary sublunary incon- 
veniences, he may drop at length into 
the lap of Europe and eml>odied tri- 
umph of aerial navigation. Of oonrse, 
it would l>e presnmptuous to question 
tho*" heighths of 

currents are not ff^V^; o,> tthn' even at 
their base. It may h?. well to con- 
cede at once that he can manage the 
problem of the upper currents as easi- 
ly as the pastry cook handles the npper 
crust ; for there are no laurels of very 
striking verdure to be won, even in cut- 
reasoning him on that well-l>orn field. 
But when it comes to that "eastward 
drift " of which he speaks with such 
scientific confidence, he has clearly 
struck a vein* of which a good many 
persons will insist that they know as 
much as he does. It is a pretty idea, 
nevertheless, that of remaining poised 
above the earth until it has turned over 
a certain distance, and then dropping 
down three thousand miles away, and 
in the exact spot flesired. It may an- 
swer to style it crossing the Atlantic, 
but the voyager will have haj} no more 
experience of the Atlantic than of the 
Pacific. If sick at that latitude, could 
it be called legitimate sea-sickness? 
The experiments suggests, however, a 
variety of ideas, one of wh'ch is that, 
in case of hostilities with European 
powers, by contriving a catapult of suf- 
ficient projectile energy, shells and such 
might be sent up to that particular 
point in space of which Professor Wise 
speaks, and held there until the nation 
comes under for which they were in- 
tended. The gas bill for this centenary 
balloon may thus be low for the reva- 
lations it would draw after it.

Colonization in South ^Vmerica. 

The following particulars of Ashel D. 
Piper's attempts at colonization in Uu 
wilds of central South America, and of 
the massacre of the colonists by tho In- 
dians, are given by a correspondent 
writing from Brazil : 

Bolivian government the privilege to 
prosecute his explorations u p the river 
Purus, and in consideration < >f tho good 
to accrue from it being oj>ened to the 
world, special privileges, commercial 
and honorary, were decreed to him. To 
fulfill his obligations bfflhnrehased i 
vessel, and, equipping het^buled from 
Boston, November Vi, 1H70, taking with 
him his wife, a woman fully imbued 
with the faith and spirit of her husband, 
and a company of twenty-five jiersons, 
as assistants and colonists. After a 
stormy passage of thirty days, tin y ar- 
rived at this port, December 1'2, IhTH. 
Perfecting hiw arrangements here, lie 
sailed for Mano on the Amazon. Ar- 
riving there, ho remained until March 
25, when, having disposed of his vessel, 
ho transhipped his eonuianv and . fleets, 
and sailed in the steamer " Aranian " 
for Itichie, and arrived there early iu 
April. By arrangement with the iioli- 
vian government, twenty canoes were to 
bo in readiness to take himself and par- 
ty upward on their journey, but, to the 
discomfiture of his people, not a canoe 
was to be seen, and no arrangement for 
his comfort made. In addition, the in- 
habitants urged them strongly to desist 
from farther advance, in this, to Hkf

Mr. Piper occupied 
Uim«df. a.tring ti,., joiimev, i n making 
dings and charts of fho rim; nnrt 
Mrs. Piper acquired a knowledge of the 
language. They were now 800 miles 
from the month of tho river, and com- 
ing into a >ew country, their Indians 
fearf nl of passing beyond their own ter- 
ritory, left them and returned to As* 
own homes. They were thus left alone 
again. The same day, however, some 
of the Hipuana Indians coming down, 
Mr. Piper secured tho". friendship ami 
assistance, and again succeeded in se- 
curing a boats crew, and was by them 
taken up into Bolivia. Their chief, Co- 
cannanni, accompanied them with twen- 
ty canoes for four days ou their journey. 
They were tho first white people ever 



in the country, ami their white 
skins, blue eyes and brown hair excited 
to the highest point the surprise and 
curiosity of the natives. To satisfy 
themselves; tliat this white color was 
not a paint, they brought vessels of w a 
ter and washed their feet. 

Arriving at the river Aeenrie, in Bo- 
livian territory, they went on shore, and 
Mr. Piper built, by the aid of the In 
dial is, a house, in which lie remained 
until the next year. During this time 
he occupied himself iu surveying the 
river and taking soundings at all stages. 
Having satisfied himself of the richness 
of the country, aud the practicability 
of steam navigation, he returned to 
Para in 1872. He remained here ar- 
ranging for n steamer and a new com- 
pany of colonist?, and on the 7th of 
September sailed in his own steamer, 
the Pioneer, and in December reached 
the last settlement in the Paras, and w 
might add, the terminus of civilization 
and steam navigation on that river. 
Here Mr. Piper left the heawpst portion 
of his equipments, stors^ etc, and 
sailed on the 24th of December up the 
river, with the intention of establishing 
settlements in Bolivian territory, and 
the company, aided by the Indian •. 
were to commence opening roads into 
the Interior of the country . ^Teanwhlte 

the steamer was to make monthly trips 
from Hitiana to the settlement of the 
lower river, having regular steam com- 
munication with Manaos and Para. 
Thus far tho programme seemed practi- 
cable and no extraordinrvW risk was 
supposed to exist iu the execution of 
this laudable industry. The steamer 
was expected at Hytaunian on her re- 
turn trip about the 23d of February, 
1873. Up to April we entertained no 
fears of their safety. Tho April steamer 
from that locality brought the report 
that the half-wild Indians had been 
seen in clothing which .t hey could not 
well obtain by legitimate means, and 
fears were for the first time entertained 
for the safety of Mr. Piper and his par- 
ty. Later on we received news that In- 
dians had come down the river ststing 
that Mr. Piper and his party had been 
murdered by the Ipurana Indians, their 
effects carried off and the steamer sunk. 
The "Sudelegado" of the district 
(Manaos) had those and other Indians 
lately armed, arrested and an investiga- 
tion made, which went to show that the 
steamer had been attacked near the 
mouth of tho Acre river, within three 
days of civilization, by a great number 
of Indians, m bile fast to the bank of the 
river. The people on board were 
butchered, and the steamer was carried 
off to a lake at some ditance, where it 
is still supposed to remain. There are 
many ether versions of the case, all 
conflicting with each other and only 
corresponding in the ^assertion of the 
sorrowful fact. *^^f#

JULY MARKETING. 

BT PIERRE BliOT. 

The month of July is considered the 
■worst of the year for the carnivorously 
inclined, while the most fastidious vege- 
tarians find all therein that they could 
wish. Beef is and will be inferior until 
October. 

Cooks can not be too careful in roast 
ing plover ; like canvas-back dncks and 
many other birds, they mnst be served 
rather underdone. The taste of the 
bird is 
or 

heart with about the same bulk of fat 
salt 'pork, one-fourth of a bay leaf, a 
pinch of thyme, a sprig of sweet basil, 
two of parsley, salt, pepper, and put- 
ting the mixture inside of the bird be- 
fore tying the slice of salt pork on its 
breast. Plovers may be served, thus 
roasted, with water-cress around, and 
lemon juice spread all over. 

Some amateurs do not draw woodcock, 
for fear of taking away some of their 
r; this being a matter of individual 
we shall not recommend or blame 
the practice ; there is nothing like grat- 
ifying one's own fancy. A woodcock is 
better flavored by being kept a few days 
than when cooked too fresh. 

Red radishes are becoming strong 
and hollow in July, but good white and 
yellow ones take their place on the 
tables. 

Water-melons are found in the mar- 
ket* at the end of the month, and al- 
though th ey are called cholera bombs 
physicians prescribe them in some cases, 
as their diuretic properties act on the 
kidneys. They should not be eaten as 
a dessert, their cooling properties chil- 
ling the Btomach just at a time when it 
requires heat. If eaten at a meal, they 
should come immediately after the soup, • 
or the first thing of all if no soup is 
served. 

Careots.— Scrape and wash them, 
put them in cold water and salt, and 
boil until cooked ; then they may be 
served with a milk (Bechamel ) or cream 
sauce, or au jus (with gravy.) 

Carrots Fines- hkrbes. — The carrots 
are boiled as above ; about two ounces 
of bntter are melted in a saucepan, and 
a middling-sized onion, sliced, is fried 
in it ; when turning yellow, add about 
a pint of water , boil from eight to*ten 
minutes ; put the carrots in after having 
sliced them, boil two minutes longer, 
turn over the dish, spread chopped 
parsley and lemoa juice all over, and an 
excellent dish is ready to serve. 

Another way is to boil the carrots as 
above, but take them off when not quite 
done ; slice them, and put them in a 
pan with a little butter, and stir over a 
good fire for two minutes ; add about a 
table-spoonfal of cold water, salt, c -»ep- 
per, a pinch of grated nutmeg ; simmer 
till the whole is thoroughly heated, and 
serve. A table-spoonfal of sugar may 
be added, if liked. 

Cabbage Stuffed. — A stuffed cabbage 
makes a good dish, but many who like 
cabbage do not cook any on account of 
the smell which it evaporates while 
cooking, This is easily prevented by 
putting in the pot or pan with the cab- 
bage a piece of charcoal wrapped np in 
a rag, and by simmering the cabbage 
instead of boiling it. Clean and blanch 
the cabbage in boiling water and salt 
for about ten minutes ; take off, and 
drop it into cold water, and drain ; re- 
move a few of the centre leaves, and 
fill their place with sausage meat, to 
which you may add a few yolks of eggs. 
Be careful not to break the leaves ; then 
tie it with twine, giving it its original 
form as nearly as possible. Put on the 
bottom of a pan a few pie.^s of salt 
pork, the same of veal, if handy, and 
also of ham, two or three onions sliced, 
same of carrots, a bay leaf, and two or 
three cloves ; place the cabbage, or 
cabbages, on the whole, cover with 
broth or water, broth is better, add salt 
and pepper to taste, simmer for an hour 
and a half ; take the cabbage off care- 
fully, and dish it, remove the twine, 
skim off the fat from the sauce, turn it 
over the cabbage through a strainer, 
and serve warm. 

CuctrjtBEBs Stuffed.— Proportions : 
Four good-sized incumbers, one mid- 
dling-sized onion, four ounces of bread, 
six sprigs of parsley, half a bay leaf, a 
few stalks of chives, two cloves, two 
ounces of butter, a pinch of nutmeg, 
and a gill of broth. Soak the bread, 
soft part, in water, and when thoroughly

mber in two lengthwise, peel 
cat off a piece, about a quarter 
of an inch, at each end, remove the 
seed from the inside with a small spoon; 
slice the onion, and fry it with the but- 
ter, then add it to the seeds removed 
from the cucumbers, the bread, parsley, 
bay leaf, chives, cloves, nutmeg, and 
broth; the cloves and piece of bay leaf 
should be wrapped up in a rag ; stir 
now and then, and simmer for about 
five minutes. Have water with a little 
salt boiling in another pan, and drop 
the encumbers in for two minutes ; take 
i off, drop them in cold water, and 
en fill each half with the mix 
tore of bread, onion, etc., put a few 
alioes of fat salt pork in a pan, place 
the cucumbers on them, bust with 
bread-crumbs, put on the to** of each, 
and apart, three pieces of flatter the 
of a bean, put the pan in a hot 
until the cucumbers are well 
baked, and serve. A little meat gravy 
may be poured over each just before 
nerving. 

Ca» -li flowers. — When cleansed and 
washed drop them in boiling water, into 
which you have put salt and a tea- 
spoonful of flour, or a slice of bread ; 
boil ^till tender ; take off, drain, and 
dish them ; serve with a sauce spread 
over, and made with melted bntter, 
salt, pepper, grated nutmeg, chopped 
parsley, and vinegar. 

Another way is to make a white sauce, 
as we have directed in a preceding num- 
ber, and vhen they are cooked and 
dished as above, turn the white sauce 
over, and serve warm. They may also 
be served in the same way with a milk,

bntter. 

Cauliflowers au oratin. — Boil them 
as directed above, and then dish them 
on a crockery dish ; spread a white 
sauce all over, dust with grated cheese, 
Swiss cheese is the best, after which 
you spread melted butft-r all over, and 
then dust with bread-crumbs ; put the 
dish in a quick oven for about ten min- 
utes, and serve. As they must be served 
in the crockery dish, the latter may be 
placed inside of another dish to serve. 

Fbied. — Boil the cauliflowers till 
about half done. Mix two table-spoon- 
fuls of flour with two yolks of eggs, 
then add water enough to make a rather 
thin paste ; add salt to taste ; the two 
whites arc beaten till stiff, and then 
mixed with the yolks, flour, and water. 
Dip each branch of the cauliflowers in 
the mixture, and fry them in hot fat. 
When done, take them off with a skim- 
mer, turn into a colander, dust salt all 
over, and serve warm. 

Stewed. — Clean and blanch the cauli- 
flowers for ataout three minutes; take 
them off and put them in a pan with 
two table-spoonfuls of fat, and a few 
slices of salt pork at the bottom ; set 
the pan on a slow fire, simmer for five 
minutes^uld two or three table-spoon- 
fuls of b. "th and one of gravy, Btir now 
and then, simmer till done, when dish 
the ca»liflowers, add to the sauce salt 
and pepper to taste, tnrn it over the 
cauliflowers through a strainer, and 
serve.

USEFUL KNOWLEDGE. . 

Trp-Top Cake. — One and a half cups 
white sugar, 1 enp sweet milk, 2 eggs, 
the white separated from the yelk, and 
beaten to a stiff froth. Butter, size of 
a tablespoon bowl, melted and turned 
into the milk; 2 teaspoonfuls of cream 
tartar, one teaspoonfnl of soda, a spoon- 
ful of lemon, and a little salt. 

Sponoe Cake. — Four eggs, the whites 
beaten until a plate could be turned 
quickly over without spilling the con- 
tents ; 1 cup tine sugar, the yelks and 
sugar beaten to a cream ; 1 } cups of 
flour ; soda size of a pea, dissolved in a 
spoonful of cold water; a little salt. 
Bake in a deep tin in a quick oven. 

To Cleanse Feathes> Beds. — Take 
them on a sunny day over aline or fence, 
and with a stick beat all the dust out, 
then lay on some elevated place to 
give the air free circulation, and let 
them remain there through a short rain. 
Shake up and turn every day. and your 
beds will seem like new ones. Be sure 
they are thoroughly dry before using. 

French Mustard. — Slice up an onion 
in a bowl ; cover with good vinegar ; 
leave two or three days ; pour off the 
viregar into a basin ; put into it one 
teaspoonfnl pepper, one of salt, one ta- 
blespoonfnl brown sugar, and mustard 
enough to thicken ; smooth the mus- 
tard for vinegar as you would flour for 
gravy ; mix all together ; set on the 
stove and stir till it boils, when remove 
and use it cold. 

Coryrnr PruDiso.- Mix the yelks of 
three eggs smoothly with three heaped 
tablespoonfuls of flour, thin the batter 
withna* milk till it is the consistency 
of cream ; whisk the whites of the eggs 
separately, stir them into the batter, 
and boil the pudding in a flourid cloth 
or basin for an hour. Before it is 
served, cut the top quickly in cross 
bars, pour over it a small pot of rasp- 
berry or Btravberry jelly or jam, ami 
send quickly to the table. 

Excellent Custard Pie. — Take one 
quart of milk, five eggs ; take out the 
whites of the eggs ; beat the eggs ; add 
half a cup of sugar, a little salt ; flavor 
to suit the taste ; fill the pies and bake. 
While the pies are »«aking, beat the 
whites of the eggs to a froth, adding 
one spoonful of fine white sugar; beat 
again, and when the pie is done baking 
spread the frosting over the tops of the 
pies ; set in the oven to brown, and you 
have a pie that will satisfy the appetite 
of the most fastideous. 

Drinkino Impure Water. — Set a 
pitcher of iced water in a room inhabi- 
ted, and in a few hours it will have ab- 
sorbed nearly all the perspired gases of 
the room, the air of which will become 
purer, but the water utterly filthy. 
This depends on the fact that water, has 
the faculty of condensing, and thereby 
absorbing nearly all the gases, which it 
does without increasing its own bulk, 
the colder the water is, the greater its 
capacity to contain these gases. At or- 
dinary temperature, a pint of water will 
contain a pint of eorbonic acid gas, and 
several pints of ammonia. This capaci- 
ty is nearly doubled by reducing the 
temperature to that of ice. Hence wa- 
ter k the room awhile is unfit for 
use, and should be often removed, 
whether it has become warm or not. 
And for the same reason the water in a 
pump should all be pumped out in the 
morning before any is used. That

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The New York Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals has is- 
sued the following circular relative to 
the treatment of horses during the 
heated term : 

" The Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals would call atten- 
tion to the suffering of horses and mules 
in our streets during the hot season, 
and recommend drivers and others hav- 
ing animals under their care the most 
considerate treatment. It would also 
recommend feeding a small bundle of 
wet hay, or a couple of quarts of oats 
in the middle of the day ; to use but 
little corn, as it is very heating, and to 
soak whatever is used twenty-four hours 
in salt water before feeding ; to use the 
wet sponge on the head ; to furnish a 
little drinking water as often as practi- 
cable, when not overheated, and, as a 
further means of refreshing the animal, 
to throw water upon the legs and sneh 
parts as are liable to chafe by tMTspira- 
tion or otherwise ; drive Blowly and 
lessen the load usually imposed in 
cooler weather ; to loosen the checkrein, 
or, better, dispense with it altogether ; 
to cover the animal with u fly net or, 
preferable, with a light sheet. The 
following preparation is recommended 
for animals suffering from being over- 
heated : To one pint of water put one 
ounce of chloride of ammonia, one 
ounce sweet spirits nitre, one drachm 
tincture aconite; give a tablespoouful 
every hour or two. Upon the passeu- 
«er railroad lines the society would ad- 
vise slow driving, even " alking, when 
the weather is oppressive ; to use the 
sponges as above recommended, and to 
have men stationed at the proper dis- 
tances along the route to water the ani- 
mals ; to keep them shaded when prac- 
ticable, and to provide extra horses to 
relieve the load on up praties." 

Gunpowder in the arts of Peace. 

The application of gunpowder to the 
process of pile driving has come into 
considerable use in England, its work- 
ings have demonstrated that consider- 
able saving is effected Both in time and 
cost, as compared with the ordinary 
method of pile driving. 

This apparatus is described as an or- 
dinary pile-drivin ( engine, having a 
ram from the upper and under side of 
which a plunger projects. The ram is 
fitted with an arrangement by which it 
may be retained at any desired height 
above the pile head. A cast iron cap, 
having a hole in its centre, into which 
the lower plunger of the ram will fit, 
is placed on the top of the pile to l>e 
driven, ami in the hole is inserted a 
small oKffge of powder, On the ram 
being released, the lower plunger enters 
the hole in the cap, compressing the air 
within, generates heat, which ignites 
the gunpowder. 

The force of the explosion is utilized 
partly in driving the pile downward and 
partly in throwing the ram upward, the 
latter being detained at the required 
height, ready for the next blow. Should 
the ram be thrown too high, the upper 
plunger enters an air cylinder, com- 
pressing the air and cushioning thts 
blow. A self-acting feeding arrange- 
ment supplies ammunition automatical- 
ly after every shot. 

A Despicable Mule.

A man who observes the ordinary 
rules of health and is careful every day 
that he obeys the demand of his body 
for exercise and the requirements of 
his mind for relaxation will not only 
stand a large amount work, but will 
continue to a good old age to fulfill the 
duties of life. Men break down in mid- 
dle life not because they are over- 
worked but on account of their igno- 
rance of the imperative demands of 
their physical system. In some cases 
it is not ignorance of these demands 
but wilfull neglect of their duty to 
themselves. Not long since a mer- 
chant, hearty and apparently strong, 
was taken ill, and his doctor pronoun- 
ced it a case of over work. Perhaps the 
doctor thought so, but if he had in- 
quired closely into the habits of the pa- 
tient he would have found that it was 
not over work, but gross abuse of him- 
self. Confined in a close apartment 
ten hours a day in the business season, 
eating trash at cheap restaurants, or 
not eating at all during the daytime, 
at night making a late meal, retiring to 
bed with a load of indigestible food, to 
wake up in the morning feeling heavy 
and seeking relief by some invigorating 
cordial, the merchant finally yielded to 
these personal assaults, and the doc 
tor pronounced it a case of over work. 

Men do not gnage themselves as they 
should. The engineer who would at- 
tempt to carry a hundred pounds of 
steam when he knew his boilers were 
only guaged for seventy would be pro- 
nounced an idiot, but sensible men to- 
day are carrying a pressure which their 
common sense should tell them is not 
only above the limits of their brain 
power, but is l>eyond the average of or- 
dinary men. When they break they go 
to pieces mentally and live sad monu- 
ments of the folly of men who will not 
obey what is almost intuitively tauplit 
by the very body which they injure. It 
is more remarkable than we see these 
instances of failure and yet heed not the 
example. We think we are to be ex- 
empt from such results, but each day 
the story is told again and again. 

Instances are not rare of men who 
appear to lead an industrious life, and 
rarely know sicknsss. They work hard, 
but do not appear to be over worked. 
When you meet bucIi a case if you will 
inquire closely you will find that he is 
a man who takes his meals regularly, 
has his seven or eight hours' sleep, does 
not overeat, is not intemperate in the 
use of anything, and takes his rest as 
he goes along. We are like locomo- 
tives. We need oiling all the time, not 
once a week or once a mouth. When 
you overheat a locomotive by overuse, 
you take the temper out of it, and it is 
used up. It is the same with men, wo- 
men and children. When shall we grow 
wise? 
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Nickjt^ — Within the past three years, 
more especially since the discovery of 
practical methods for electro-plating 
with nickel, the demand for this metal 
has greatly increased, and its price has 
advanced. It has risen from $1 to S3 79 
per pound, and its expense has become 
so great that a substitute for it in the 
art is now sought. A good substitute, 
it is stated, may be found in the metal 
manganese. Dr. Percy, in a letter to 
the London Times, states that twenty 
years ago he made an alloy, in which 
manganese was used in place of nickel, 
and the resemblance of the alloy to the 
ordinary German silver was perfect. 
Copper 75 per cent., manganese 25 per 
cent., makes an alloy resembling Ger- 
man silver, and better in its qualities. 

Chicago conducts her murder trials 
on business-like principles. Philip 
Brown, a colored barber, was placed on 
trial at half-past 10 o'clock, the other 
morning, for smashing in a fellow- 
creature's head with a sauce pan, April 
22, and at 10 p. m. they had him con- 
victed of manslaughter and nicely sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary for fire years. 
It takes a New York criminal court 
longer than this to decide not to aeoevt 
the services of the first juror. 



Recipe for G-ood Bread. 

Choice white winter wheat is best, 
bnt good spring wheat will do. Grind 
so as to have the bran cut fine. Use no 
bolt or sieve. Mil the meal with pure 
soft water, so thick that it will lift 
heavily with a spoon. Use cast-iron 
bread pans, such as are readily to be 
had at large hardware stores ; they are 
shallow, oval cups, about a dozen cast 
in one plate. Heat the pan well, then 
put in the batter, and bake in a quick 
oven, say, in twenty minntes. The 
cakes, sometimes called " gems", will 
be light, taste good, and be healthy, 
and may be eaten warm with perfect 
impunity.
